February 8 Algonac handed Marine City a 35-28 setback. Louis 
Christensen scored two baskets the first 15 seconds as M.C. shot to a I|-0 lead. 

Algonac then took over and outs cored the Orange and Black 20-9 the first half and 
went on to win. Sid McLouth with 7 points and N. VVelser and G. Faucher with 6 led 
the Orange and Black offense. 

St. Stephens traveled to Marine City February 11 boasting a 11 game 
winning streak. The Saints to soon realized this game was to be no pushover as 
Harrison Miller hit 3 consecutive baskets on long shots. Christensen hit 3 more 
the second quarter and the Mariners were enjoying a Jj. point halftime lead, 17-13* 

The saints tightened down the second half and tied the game up as the third quarter 
ended. St. Stephens displayed their championship form the last period and won 31 
to 26. Louie Christensen led the Mariners with 10 points while Harrison Miller hit 
6 . 

Although the Mariners jumped to a 4 point lead on two successive 
baskets by McLouth, we were still outscored in every quarter by Marysville on Feb- 
ruary 15 in Ward Cottrell Gym.
